As another year draws toa close it becomes our duty to re- 
port the progress in school work. We are pleased to state that 
in most cases the work has been satisfactory, although we real- 
ize that there is always a chance for improvement. ‘There is 
still one school house (the Neck-Road school hotse) which 
needs to be repaired and put intoshape. ‘There are new seats 
on hand, purchased last summer, sufficient for this purpose. 
An approriation for sheathing and floor would be ail that is re- 
quired, 

Agreeably to the requirements of the law passed January 
session, 1909, we submit to the Selectmen the following esti- 
mates:
